 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 13 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 14

 (A) IN THIS SECTION, “UTILITY” MEANS WATER, ELECTRICITY,  GAS, OR 17 

OIL SERVICE. 18 

 (B) THIS SECTION APPLIES ONLY TO A CONDOMINIUM REGIME 19 

ESTABLISHED ON OR AFTER OCTOBER 1, 2013: 20 

 

  (1) ON NEWLY DEVELOPED PROPERTY; OR 21 

 

  (2) BY CONVERSION OF A RESIDENTIAL RENTAL FACILITY.  22 

 

 (C) THE COUNCIL OF UNIT OWNERS SHALL HAVE THE ABILITY TO: 23 
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  (1) ALLOCATE UTILITY COSTS TO EACH UNIT BASED ON USAGE; 1 

AND 2 

 

  (2) GRANT OR DENY  UTILITY SERVICE TO EACH UNIT.  3 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall be 4 

construed to apply only prospectively and may not be applied or interpreted to have 5 

any effect on or application to any condominium regime established before the 6 

effective date of this Act. 7 

 

 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 8 

October 1, 2013. 9
